Lower Rate Seen 
In Proposal For 
School Tax Change 


A proposal to change the tax 
structure of the Menlo Park ele- 
mentary school district to an all- 
purpose, overall levy in place of the 
present separate rates for general 
operations and for new construc- 
tion was taken under considera- 
tion this week by the board of 
trustees. 

The proposal, submitted at a 
meeting Monday night by Superin- 
tendent Mel Homfeld. will be dis- 
cussed further at a special meet- 
ing next Thursday night, Feb. 24. 
The tax change would require a 
special election, suggested by Hom- 
feld for this spring. The school 
board first will sound public opinion. 

The proposal is to eliminate the 
@ present permissive tax rate of 
$1.10 cents for capital outlay, or 
new construction. At present, 76 
cents of this amount is levied 
which, with the 90-cent rate for 
general purposes, makes the total 
rate $1.66. 

In place of the $1.10 capital out- 
lay tax would be a special tax of 
60 cents to be used during a five- 
year period for any purposes, mak- 
ing an overall maximum rate of $1.50 
gather than the present limit of $2. 
Homfeld said that not only would 
the legal maximum be reduced, but 
the actual rate would be cut from 
$1.66 to $1.50. The latter overall 
tax could be used for all purposes, 
including new construction, salaries, 
acquisition of. land, building im- 
provements and various operating 
costs. 

He said the present special cap- 
ital outlay tax is inadvisable be- 
cause it does not produce sufficient 
g@Pay-as-you-go revenue for building 
needs. 

In other actions Monday night, 
the trustees received a court or- 
der for possession of an addition- 
al two acres at the Encinal school 
site, and invited the Parent- 
Teacher association to sponsor a 
formal dedication of the Encinal 
school on April 13. 

Work is being rushed toward com- 
pletion of the Encinal school, and 

eit is hcped it will be in operation 
next month.

Menlo Sanitary 


District Moves 
To Build Plant 


Steps toward construction of the 
Menlo Park sanitary district sewage 
disposal plant were taken by the 
district board members at monthly 
meeting Monday night. 

After hearing a report on the pro- 
jected plant and interceptor system, 
board members decided construction 
would be in the southwest corner of 
the 20-acre site already acquired 
beyond the continuation of Marsh 
road. Sewage disposal will be dis- 
charged into the West Point slough. 
Board members nected that construc- 
tion of the plant in the southwest 
corner of the site will simplify con- 
struction of an entry road and save 
on the cost. 

The board announced that with- 
in 60 days, it should have suffic- 
ient data to obtain informal ap- 
proval of the state board of health 
for the construction. 

Following such approval, final de- 
sign of the plant will be adopted 
and within 90 days, it is expected 
the board can estimate the amount 
of bonds to be proposed in an elec- 
tion sometime this summer. 

The Veterans hospital. North Palo 
Alto 
Haven sewer maintenance district 
are expected to have their sewage 
treated in the new plant, and have 
indicated willingness to enter into 
any reasonable agreement. 

At Monday night’s meeting the 
board discussed the 1949-50 budget 
and adopted the same tax rate ap- 
plied this year, 25 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation of property. 

Dr. Lawrence H. Cook, secretary, 
was instructed to inform State Sen- 
ator Harry Parkman and Assembly- 
man Richard Dolwig the local dist- 
rict favors legislation permitting the 
organization of a league of sanitary 
districts.

Water Company 
Lists Reasons 
For Rate Boost 


A revised rate schedule that would 
add about two cents per day to the 
average water bills of 90 per cent 
of consumers in this area has been 
requested of the state public utili- 
ties commission by the California 
Water Service company. 

The company this week issued a 
statement to its consumers in Men- 
lo Park, Atherton, Woodside and 
unincorporated territory served by 
the utility, outlining reasons for re- 
questing increased rates. 

A hearing on the application will 
be held by the commission in this 
area.

The present rate schedule was es- 
tablished in 1929 and there has been 
no increase in the 20-year period, 
the company statement said. 

The statement said that “present 
earnings in this area under the 
existing schedule of rates are com- 
pletely inadequate to support the 
company’s investment and are con- 
siderably below a reasonable rate of 
return.”

Mr. Howard was born in Minneap- 
olis, Minn. on Feb. 20, 1891. He was 
graduated from the Eastern Wash- 
ing College of Education at, Cheney, 
Wash., in 1913 and received his A.B. 
and A.M. degrees from Stanford 
university in 1917 and 1920. 

He began his educational career 
as an instructor in Washington 
State Teachers College in i913. 
During World War I Mr. Howard 
served as a psychological examin- 
er for the United States army. In 
the fall of 1919 he came to Men- 
lo Park as principal of Menlo 
School and that same year mar- 
ried Gretchen Darmer of Tacoma. 
In 1922 he was appointed assist- 
ant superintendent of Whittier 
State school and in 1923 served 
as assistant superintendent of the 
Pasadena city schools. 

Mr. Howard returned to Menlo 
Park as president of Menlo School 
and Junior College in 1927. He re- 
tired in 1945 because of ill health. 
Since his retirement as president, 
Mr. Howard served as a member of 
the board of trustees and was ac- 
tive in working with alumni. 

In speaking of Mr. Howard’s long 
service to Menlo School and College, 
President Kratt said: “Words can-

SOUNDS LIKE GOOD BUSINESS 


Trustees of the Menlo Park elementary school district 
have under consideration for possible submission to voters a 
Proposal to change the district’s tax structure in such a way 
that the maximum levy would be $1.50, rather than the pres- 
ent $2 limit. Also, the proposal would reduce the present 
actual rate from $1.66 to $1.50, Superintendent Homfeld ex- 
plains. 

The change would require an election, which Homfeld 
suggested be held this spring. Meantime, the trustees will 
seek public opinion on the matter. 

The change would work like this: Now, the district has a 
90-cent*general school tax, and a permissive rate of $1.10 for 
capital outlay, or building. Seventy-six cents of the latter 
now is being charged along with the 90 cents for general pur- 
poses, making a total levy of $1.66. Any tax charged under 
the permissive capital outlay rate may be used only for new 
building. 

Homfeld’s plan is to rescind the capital outlay tax and re- 
place it with a special rate of 60 cents which could be used 
during a five-year period for all school purposes. The pro- 
posed new total levy of $1.50 would be used for all purposes 

. salaries and other operating costs, construction, acquisi- 
tion of land and building improvements. 

Anything that can be done to lower taxes and at the same 
time provide wider use of the tax dollar is certainly a logical 
move. The proposed change sounds like good business. 


FIRE DISTRICT GROWTH 


In last week’s issue, the RECORDER published on Page 
One a story based ona report by the Menlo Park fire district 
on new home construction within the district during the last 
four years. The story noted that Menlo Park itself showed 
the greatest rate of increase in such construction compared 
with Atherton and the unincorporated area of the fire district. 

The story noted also that Menlo Park remains the ’’only 
part’ of the fire district without representation on the three- 
member commission that governs the district. That represen- 
taation is lacking even though Menlo Park led in rate of new 
home construction ... about 600 per cent between 1945 and 
1948. The increase was a little under 300 per cent in Ather- 
ton and a bit less than 200 per cent in the unincorporated area. 

After publishing the story, we were chided by Fire Chief 
Cuff, who objected a bit to the paragraph which said that 
Menlo Park was the ‘’only part’’ of the fire district lacking 
representation on the commission. Cuff said that so far as 
geography is concerned, there are actually ‘’nine parts’ of the 
district. Naturally, nine parts can’t have individual repre- 
sentation on a commission that has three members by law. 

However, the story was based on the fire department’s own 
summary of building within the district, and that summary 
listed construction by ‘‘areas’’—namely, “County,” ‘’City of 
Atherton” and ‘City of Menlo Park.”’ 

We used the word “‘’part’”’ rather than “‘area”’ in noting the 
fact that Menlo Park led in new home construction and still 
had no representation on the commission. Mayhap we should 
have employed the term ‘‘area’’ as used in the fire district’s 
official report, which distinctly noted three ‘‘areas’’ within the 
district. 

“Area” or ‘‘part’’, Mento Park still is not represented on 
the commission.
